British Premier’s Announce- 
ment Applauded by As- 
sembly of League at 
Geneva. _- .

GENEVA, Sept. 3.—Prime Minis- 


ter Ramsay MacDonald. addressing 
the Assembly of the League of Na- 
tions today, announced that the 
Great Britain and the United States 


had reached an agreement on all 
but three of 20 points covered in 
the negotiations between the two 
nations on the question of naval 
power. 

Great applause greeted the Brit- 
ish labor leader’s statement. Mace 
Donald appealed to all nations to 
turn their energies to the purposes 
of peace rather than to prepara- 
tions for war. 

MacDonald said he thought the 
agreement would be completed be- 
fore the adjournment of 
League Assembly, but emphasized 
repeatedly that the Anglo-Amert- 
can conversations were not direct- 
ed against any nation, but were 
merely tenative and looked toward 
a general naval accord, 

“We are not out for small 
things, our document is aimed at 
the establishment of peace as well 
as for naval agreement,” said the 
labor leader. 

Won't Build Against U. 8. 

The British Government de- 
clines absolutely to build against 
the United States, MacDonald said 
in his speech. 

‘That is not only the word of 
a Labor Government. I think I can 
say it is that of a Conservative 
Government.” 

He said the work of the League 
would go forward and establish the 
foundations of world peace. The 
problem of the League of Nations 
was the problem of security, he de- 
clared. 

“The pact of peace its still a 
castle in the air and the work Qf 
the league is to bufld up a founda- 
tion for it,” said MacDonald. 

MacDonald declared he _ 
never believed The Hague confer- 
ence could or would fail. 

Menace of Armament. : 

“One of the greatest risks of war 
is that some of us are too heavily 
armed,” said MacDonald.

Acceptance of Bulk Freight 
in Volume, Including 
Grain, Is Temporarily 
Discontinued. 


The lowest water in years on ihe 
Lower Mississippi caused the Fed- 
eral Barge Line to announce today 
that it would temporarily discon- 
tinue the acceptance of bulk 
freight in volume, including grain. 
Most of the channel difficulties 
are arising in the deep lower river, 
where they have been rare in the 
past. At 7 a. m. today the St. Louis 
gauge stood at 3 foot, lowest since 
1922, when the gauge showed 2.9 
feet below zero on Dec, 22. Record 
low water was minus 3.1 on Dec. 
30, 1917. 

Zero on the gauge was deter- 
mined by the lowest stage which 
the river had been known to reach 
when the guage was set at the foot 
of Market street. At that reading, 
it was explained at the Harbor- 
master’s office, the St. Louis har- 
bor has a dependable 8-foot chan- 
nel, although depths in some parts 
of the harbor are several times 
that. The river today is 31% feet 
shallower than last spring, when it 
rose to a Stage of 34.5. 

Tows Cut in Half. 
A rise is due at this season. Nor- 
mal merchandise traffic can be 
handled on schedule even while 
the water is low. Despite these 
facts, the Federal management 
considered that the shippers whose 
patronage has made the Govern- 
ment experiment a success should 
have the safeguard of full informa- 
tion in advance. 
Eight-barge tows now en route 
are being split into two four-barge 
tows in order to negotiate the 
Shallow crossings. The. practical 
effect of low water is to constrict 
the channel. Hence barges can be 
loaded to normal draft, provided 
tows are kept sufficiently compact 
to round the narrowed bends. The 
curtailed tows are making normal 
time. 
While the water is low, the reg- 
ular Sunday and Tuesday tows will 
be reduced to two barges each in 
order to keep the eight-day sched- 
ule to New Orleans.

equally as between the zones and 
fairly and equitably in proportion 
to population in each -zone. 

The complete repeal of the anti- 
monopoly provision of the act was 
advocated in the report which said, 

" “The section is a constant threat 
to the foreign communication sys- 
tem of the United States.”

Wardens Call for More Help in 
Fighting Blazes—No Rain 
for. Three Weeks. 


By the Associated Press. 

RHINELANDER, Wis., Sept. 3. 
—Lack of men and lack of rain 
combined today to create a serious 
forest fire situation in two widely 
separated sections of North Wis- 
consin. 

Woods baked by weeks of dry 
weather provided quick fuel for 
flames whipped by high winds. A 
number of fires swept through 
cutover timber land south and 
north of here and in the vicinity 
of Bayfield, on the Lake Superior 
shore, 

Fire wardens called for more 
help. In the vicinity of Lakewood, 
where a large area is being burned 
over, they reported that many sett- 
lers refused to aid. They looked 
to rain to do the work, but weath- 
er forecasts promised only a con- 
tinuation of the dry spell which 
has lasted for more than three 
weeks. 

While the present fires are con- 
sidered serious, they have not «n- 
dangered any valuable timber and 
only a few farm homes. The seri- 
ousness lies in the passing of many 
more days without rain, creating a 
situation in this district worse than 
at any time in the last 60 years, 
fire wardens agreed. 

Out of the Lakewood fire came 
the story of a farmer’s' escapé 
when flames surrounded, his home. 
He bundled his children into an 
automobile, drove it through the 
flames until it caught fire, and 
then crawled with them to safety 
on the main road. 

The Bayfield fire, chiefly in the 
Moquah National Forest area, was 
reported to be the ‘“‘worst in the 
history” of that section. Rangers 
gained consolation from the fact 
that the land it is sweeping is 
mostly “scrub’’ timber and second 
growth which the Government 
planned to reforest next year.

To secure the maxi- 
mum efficiency from your refrig- 
erator the compartments must reg- 
ister no higher than 50 degrees. 
If you have an electrically oper- 
ated refrigerator it will automati- 
cally maintain a uniform tempera- 
ture, but in an icebox this must 
be regulated by keeping the ice 
chamber well filled. 
A temperature of 60 degrees is 
necessary to keep milk and cream 
properly. These products are es- 
pecially sensitive and require care- 
ful attention even in a correctly 
cool refrigerator. After the paste- 
board cover of a milk bottle has 
been removed it should be replaced 
by a glass cover, and butter should 
always be kept in a@ covered dish 
to prevent its absorbing flavors 
from other foods.
